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PART  I 


DESCRIPTION  OF  DEPARTMENTAL  FUNCTIONS 

The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  provides  three  types  of  services 
to  the  people  of  San  Francisco.    These  are 

1.  General  Public  Health  services,  including  sanitation. 

2.  Mental  Health  services,  including  inpatient  and  outpatient  care. 

3.  Emergency  Hospital  services  to  the  total  population  and  medical 
care  services  to  the  indigent  sick. 

All  of  these  functions  are  administered  through  the  Central  Office  of  the 
Health  Department  at  101  Grove  Street. 

Direct  services  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  are 
provided  in  part  through  the  Central  Office  and  to  a  greater  degree  through 
the  nine  district  health  centers  located  in  strategic  areas  throughout  the 
city.    These  general  public  health  services  affect  directly  or  indirectly 
every  one  of  the  approximately  three-quarters  of  a  million  people  who  live 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  well  as  the  approximately  quarter 
of  a  million  people  who  come  to  the  city  each  day. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  include  the  control  of  the  sanitation  of  the  environment 
through  our  housing,  sanitation,  and  milk  inspection  services;  the  control 
of  communicable  diseases  by  early  diagnosis  and  case- finding  among  contacts 
of  known  cases,  immunization  against  certain  diseases,  and  the  treatment  of 
persons  with  certain  infectious  diseases;  the  educational,  diagnostic ,  and 
case-finding  programs  directed  at  mothers  and  at  children  of  all  ages,  in- 
cluding those  attending  public  and  parochial  schools;  the  provision  of 
health  education  services,  public  health  laboratory  services,  and  the 
collection,  tabulation,  and  interpretation  of  statistics  concerned  with 
births,  deaths,  and  the  incidence  of  disease  among  our  population;  and  the 
administration  and  coordination  of  these  services  with  each  other  and  with 
other  related  services  throughout  the  city. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Health  Department,  direct  services  have  been 
provided  in  part  through  staff  assigned  from  the  Central  Office  and  in  part 
through  district  medical  centers  located  in  various  areas  of  the  city.  In 
recent  years,  medical  and  nursing  services  have  been  provided  through  nine 
so-called  health  centers  in  which  are  located  our  public  health  nursing 
staff  under  nursing  supervision  and  medical  direction.     Other  medical  officers 
provide  services  by  assignment  to  the  district  health  centers,  as  do  our 
dentists,  dental  hygienists,  mental  health  personnel,  and  medical  and  nursing 
consultants.    All  sanitation  services  are  provided  by  personnel  working  out 
of  the  Central  Office,  each  sanitarian  having  a  small  district  and  working 
under  a  district  supervising  sanitarian  out  of  the  Central  Office.     This  has 
not  provided  as  efficient  an  operation  as  would  accrue  if  all  sanitation, 
nursing,  dental,  and  medical  services  were  provided  on  a  planned  district 
basis  under  general  administrative  supervision  of  a  district  health  officer.

Each  of  the  present  health  centers  is  too  small  to  permit  the  assignment 
of  additional  personnel,  including  those  now  employed.    None  is  properly 
designed  or  arranged  to  permit  efficient  operation  as  far  as  both  personnel 
and  the  public  are  concerned.     Some  of  the  rented  facilities  are  in  such 
physical  condition  that  there  are  continued  hazards  to  both  personnel  and 
the  public. 

The  Mission  Health  Center  is  located  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  in 
an  area  designed  for  patient  care,  not  for  use  as  a  health  center.  Alemany 
Health  Center  is  more  than  forty  years  old  and  is  far  too  small  for  the 
personnel  needed  to  provide  the  services  necessary  in  that  area.  Sunset 
Health  Center,  owned  by  the  city,  was  planned  about  eleven  years  ago  and 
completed  about  nine  years  ago,  and  will  not  house  the  total  staff  necessary 
to  service  that  area.     Hunters  Point  and  North  East  Health  Centers  are 
located  in  housing  projects  in  which  the  city  rents  the  space.     The  city 
rents  the  space  for  three  other  centers:    Westside,  Eureka-Noe,  and  Marina- 
Richmond,  which  are  located  in  former  store-buildings  in  frame  structures, 
overcrowded,  and  unsatisfactory  to  permit  maximum  -  or  even  minimum  -  effic- 
iency in  use  of  our  personnel  in  the  provision  of  essential  health  services 
to  the  public  this  department  seeks  to  serve. 

REORGANIZATION  AND  DECENTRALIZATION 

It  has  become  necessary,  therefore,  that  we  conceive  of  a  new  approach  to 
provide  a  better  administrative  structure,  more  efficient  use  of  personnel, 
and  modern  facilities  necessary  to  bring  modern  public  health  services  to 
the  public.    The  Department  has  worked  for  several  years  with  the  Department 
of  City  Planning,  and  more  recently  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  in  determining  its  future  organization  for  provision  of  public  health 
services.     The  proposal  to  construct  five  major  district  health  centers  is 
the  outgrowth  of  several  years  of  study. 
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The  availability  of  Hill-Burton  funds  (Federal)  and  other  funds  from  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  as  a  partial  offset  of  the  cost  of  nev 
construction  has  been  taken  into  consideration.     Participation  in  construction 
costs  with  these  funds  is  predicated  on  some  reorganization  of  the  department 
so  that  there  would  be  developed  relatively  autonomous  health  districts, 
each  with  its  own  basic  team  of  physicians,  nurses,  and  sanitarians  under 
qualified  supervision  who  would  provide  within  each  respective  area  a  well- 
balanced  public  health  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  that  particular 
district.

Each  of  these  centers  would  have  an  area  of  approximately  15,000  square  feet 
and  would  house  all  medical,  nursing,  dental,  sanitation,  and  clerical  person- 
nel serving  that  area.     In  three  of  the  districts,  other  facilities  would  be 
staffed  with  public  health  nursing  and  clerical  personnel  on  a  full-time 
basis,  with  other  personnel  working  on  an  assigned,  usually  part-time  basis. 
In  District  #1,  the  present  Alemany  Health  Center  would  continue  as  such  a 
secondary  center.     In  District  #3,  the  present  North  East  Health  Center  would 
function  as  a  secondary  center,  and  in  District  #4,  the  Hunters  Point  Health 
Center  would  be  a  secondary  center.     In  all  districts,  the  department  would 
continue  to  rent  certain  space  as  is  done  presently,  for  half-day  clinic 
sessions  in  such  areas  where  the  need  justifies  it. 

District  Health  Center  #3,  located  in  the  downtown  area,  would  serve  a  dual 
function.    Approximately  15,000  of  its  22,000  square  feet  would  be  utilized 
for  general  health  center  purposes.     The  remaining  7,000  square  feet  would 
house  a  special  service  -  the  Venereal  Disease  Control  Division,  where  the 
functions  now  provided  at  33  Hunt  Street  in  rented  space  would  be  provided. 

The  numerical  order  of  the  districts  indicates  the  order  in  which  these 
district  health  centers  would  be  constructed.     The  maps  included  in  this 
report  outline  the  boundaries  in  each  district.     The  areas  are  not  equal,  and 
the  case  loads  will  vary  in  each  district.     Such  variation  will  depend  on  the 
structure  of  the  population  -  age,  race,  economic  level,  etc.,  and  on  other 
characteristics  that  modify  the  services  needed. 
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School  enrollment,  for  example,  will  determine  the  case  load  for  school  health 
services.     The  labor  or  business  activities  will  determine  the  relative 
emphasis  on  the  occupational  health  program  and  on  sanitation  services.  In 
another  area,  perhaps,  the  responsibilities  for  the  hygiene  of  housing  would 
necessitate  a  greater  number  of  housing  and  sanitation  personnel. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  districts  and  the  location  of  the  primary 
district  centers  and  secondary  centers  is  related  also  to  the  flow  of  people, 
the  availability  of  public  transportation,  and  the  topography  or  countour  of 
the  terrain.     Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  present  and  anticipated 
developments  in  urban, renewal  and  in  the  movement  of  population  from  one  area 
into  another. 

Each  major  district  health  center  will  be  administratively  autonomous  under 
the  direction  of  a  district  health  officer.     Each  such  district  health  officer 
would  be  administratively  responsible  to  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public 
Health,  Public  Health  Services,  who  also  supervises  the  specialized  bureaus 
and  divisions  providing  public  health  services.     Supervising  personnel  from 
the  public  health  nursing  and  sanitation  bureaus  will  be  assigned  to  work 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  district  health  officer.     They,  with 
other  assigned  staff,  will  work  in  a  specific  area  with  programs  designed 
to,  meet  the  special  needs  of  each  particular  district. 

Each  district  health  center  will  have  adequate  space  to  house  assigned  person- 
nel and  space  is  provided  for  medical  clinics,  immunization  services,  mental 
health  services,  consultation  with  patients  and  others  we  serve,  and  for 
health  education  activities  in  a  multi-use  waiting  room.     A  small  space  for 
laboratory  services  will  be  provided.     There  will  be  at  least  one  dental 
chair  in  each  center,  and  both  clinical  areas  and  public  areas  will  be  designed 
for  multiple  use  so  that  the  activities  carried  on  can  be  modified  as  program 
changes  occur  during  the  coming  years. 

Among  such  changes  now  anticipated  are  the  development  of  occupational  health 
services  to  employed  groups;  case  finding  programs  for  such  chronic  diseases 
as  glaucoma,  heart  disease,  vascular  disease  of  the  brain,  diabetes,  arthritis, 
and  cancer.     There  may  be  included  follow-up  of  some  patients  referred  to 
home  care  programs,  with  particular  reference  to  assisting  families  in  caring 
for  relations  at  home,  thus  reducing  hospital  bed  occupancy  of  both  public 
and  private  hospitals.     Such  programs  must  take  into  consideration  the  ex- 
pected increases  in  the  population  in  the  older  age  groups  and  their  need 
for  services. 

Personnel  assigned  to  each  center  has  been  determined  on  the  basis  of  the 
current  personnel  employed  for  public  health  services  by  the  department. 
Approximately  20%  additional  space  has  been  allowed  in  these  health  centers 
to  provide  for  anticipated  increases  in  personnel  and  services  during  the 
next  twenty  years.     It  is  necessary  that  construction  take  these  factors 
into  consideration.     Furthermore,  it  may  be  noted  that  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  is  being  spent  for  parking  space.     This  is  necessary  in  order  to  permit 
the  public  which  is  served  by  the  department  to  have  reasonable  access  to  our 
facilities. 

The  decentralization  of  the  public  health  and  preventive  services  of  the  de- 
partment will  result  in  increased  efficiency  of  operation  through  better 
coordination  and  direction  of  personnel  in  the  field  and  decrease  of  travel 
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time    from  the  assigned  headquarters  to  the  area  served,  modern  facilities 
for  the  diagnosis  of  both  communicable  and  non-communicable  diseases  which 
are  preventable,  and  the  serving  of  the  public  at  conveniently  located 
facilities. 

Such  decentralization  will  tend  to  bring  the  public  health  department  staff, 
neighborhood  organizations,  and  other  voluntary  groups  into  a  closer  working 
relationship.     This  will  result  in  better  use  of  personal,  governmental,  and 
non- governmental  resources  which  should  be  focused  on  specific  problems  in 
that  area.    This  strengthening  of  a  neighborhood  concept  will  bring  the  public 
we  serve  into  our  sphere  of  activity  earlier,  so  that  problems  can  be  resolved 
earlier,  at  less  expense  and  at  less  adverse  effect  on  people  and  the  community. 

This  new  approach  is  in  line  with  the  trend  throughout  the  United  States  and 
in  metropolitan  centers  in  California.     It  will  enable  the  Central  Office 
activities  of  the  department  to  make  better  use  of  101  Grove  Street,  the 
headquarters  office,  which  was  constructed  in  1931,  and  the  adoption  of  this 
program  of  construction  and  reorganization  will  enable  the  city  to  qualify 
for  State  and  Federal  funds  which  may  offset  as  much  as  257«  to  307o  of  the 
total  costs  of  construction  and  equipment.     There  may  be  other  possible 
sources  of  State  and  Federal  funds  to  assist  in  additional  ways. 

It  is  anticipated  that  one  such  health  center  would  be  commenced  each  year 
beginning  in  1962,  this  plan  being  adopted  in  order  that  we  may  qualify  for 
State  and  Federal  funds  which  are  available  for  no  more  than  one  health  center 
in  each  jurisdiction  per  year. 

There  will  be  a  slight  saving  to  the  city  in  that  rent  paid  for  three  of  our 
health  centers  will  be  saved,  and  furthermore,  a  25- bed  ward  at  the  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  will  again  become  available  for  patient  care.  The 
construction  of  such  additional  hospital  beds  would  amount  to  approximately 
$600,000,  which  is  more  than  the  cost  of  the  health  center. 

The  end  result  would  be  modern  facilities  which  would  add  to  the  beauty  of 
the  neighborhood  in  which  they  are  located,  and  for  the  next  twenty  to  thirty 
years  would  enable  us  to  provide  public  health  services  in  a  more  efficient 
and  effective  manner. 

The  Department  is  acting  in  part  upon  recommendations  of  the  San  Francisco 
Grand  Juries  of  1956  and  of  1958,  whose  comments  are  as  follows: 

1956  GRAND  JURY  RECOMMENDATION 

"1.     Consideration  should  be  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  pro- 
vision, during  the  next  five  or  six  years,  of  funds  for  the  construction 
of  health  centers  in  strategic  areas  of  the  City,  through  which  the  prevent- 
ive services  of  the  Department  can  be  channelled  to  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  on  a  regional  basis.     Many  of  these  health  centers  are  presently 
located  in  old  buildings  for  which  the  City  pays  rent,  and  upon  which  the 
City  cannot  expend  capital  improvement  or  maintenance  funds.     Centers  similar 
to  the  one  constructed  in  the  Sunset  District  are  needed  in  at  least  half  a 
dozen  areas  in  San  Francisco,  in  various  neighborhoods." 
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1958  GRAND  JURY  RECOMMENDATION 

"The  city's  nine  neighborhood  centers  extend  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
extremely  valuable  preventive  medical  services  in  a  multi- faceted  program 
which  includes:     immunization,  pre-natal  and  post-natal  care,  parents' 
classes,  school  nursing,  and  a  communicable  disease  control  program. 

In  at  least  three  areas,  the  program  is  hampered  by  most  inadequate  buildings 
and  plans  should  be  vigorously  pushed  for  permanent  health  centers  for  Eureka- 
Noe,  West side  and  Marina- Richmond."
